VISIT TO MOSCOW MARCH 26-31. (WE ASSUME THAT MRS. VANCE 
WILL BE INCLUDED IN ALL EVENING SOCIAL EVENTS TO WHICH 
THE SECRETARY AND HIS PARTY WILL BE INVITED.) 

SUNDAY, MARCH 27: 

MORNING COULD BE SPENT RESTING, ATTENDING ONE OF THE 
FOREIGN COMMUNITY CHURCH SERVICES (PROTESTANT AT 10:30 A.M. 
OR CATHOLIC AT 10:00 A.M.) OR A RUSSIAN ORTHODOX 
SERVICE AT 10:30 A.M. OTHER POSSIBILITIES FOR SUNDAY 
MORNING (OR LATER DURING THE VISIT) WOULD BE: 

- A TRIP TO KOLOMENSKOYE. AN ATTRACTIVE CLUSTER OF 
CHURCHES AND BUILDINGS NOW PRESERVED AS AN ARCHITEC-

OF FINE ART OBJECTS. MAINLY OF NON-RUSSIAN ORIGIN. 

A TOUR WOULD TAKE ONE AND ONE-HALF TO TWO HOURS, 
DEPENDING UPON THE NUMBER OF COLLECTIONS VIEWED. 
TRAVEL TIME WOULD BE ABOUT 15-20 MINUTES EACH WAY. 

IT IS OPEN FROM 10:00 A.M.-7:00 P.M.; CLOSED TUESDAY. 
-TRETYAKOV MUSEUM, WHICH HAS A COLLECTION OF IKONS 
PLUS RUSSIAN AND SOVIET PAINTINGS OF THE 19TH

- ARKHANGELSKOYE ESTATE MUSEUM, A PALACE ON 
THE OUTSKIRTS OF MOSCOW LOCATED IN PLEASANT 
COUNTRYSIDE. TOUR OF THE PALACE AND GROUNDS WOULD 
TAKE ABOUT TWO HOURS; TRAVEL TIME WOULD BE 40-50 
MINUTES EACH WAY. 

- NOVODEVICHY MONASTERY AND CEMETARY, A CHURCH- 
MUSEUM WHICH HAS AN EXCELLENT DISPLAY OF IKONS. IN 
THE CEMETARY ARE BURIED KHRUSHCHEV, CHEKOV, GOGOL 
AND NUMBEROUS OTHER FAMOUS RUSSIANS. TOUR WOULD 
TAKE ONE TO ONE AND ONE-HALF HOURS; TRAVEL TIME 

IS ABOUT FIVE MINUTES EACH WAY: HOURS ARE FROM 
1 1:00 A.M.-4:30 P.M.; CLOSED TUESDAY. 

- PEREDELKINO CHURCH AND CEMETARY, A WORKING 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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CHURCH IN A SMALL TOWN/WRITER'S COLONY ON THE 
OUTSKIRTS OF MOSCOW. PASTERNAK IS BURIED IN 
THE CEMETARY. TOUR WOULD TAKE ABOUT ONE HOUR; 

TRAVEL TIME IS 30-40 MINUTES EACH WAY. 

- MOSCOW HOMES OF TOLSTOY, CHEKOV OR DOSTOYEV- 
SKIY. EACH WOULD TAKE ABOUT ONE HOUR TO TOUR, 

TRAVEL TIME WOULD BE ABOUT 15 MINUTES EACH WAY. 

HOURS VARY, BUT WE WOULD EXPECT NO DIFFICULTY 
ARRANGING A TOUR IF MRS. VANCE WISHES.

WOULD BE ABOUT THE SAME.) 

- STUD FARM. "FIRST MOSCOW STUD FARM", LOCATED 

ON THE OUTSKIRTS OF THE CITY; TRAVEL TIME ABOUT 50-60 
MINUTES EACH WAY. 

- CLOCK FACTORY. MOSCOW CLOCK FACTORY 

NUMBER TWO. TOUR WOULD TAKE ONE TO ONE AND ONE-HALF 
HOURS; TRAVEL TIME WOULD BE 15-20 MINUTES EACH WAY. 

D. SHOPPING OPPORTUNITIES: 

- IF MRS. VANCE IS INTERESTED IN BUYING DIAMONDS,

- SOUVENIRS, ETC. CAN BE PURCHASED AT ANY OF 
THE SPECIAL HARD-CURRENCY STORES (BERYOZKA STORES). 
NO ADVANCE NOTICE IF NECESSARY TO VISIT THESE 
STORES; TRAVEL TIME IS 10-20 MINUTES DEPENDING ON 
STORES TO BE VISITED.
